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In view of applicant's amendment filed 6/14/2007 following office action is rendered 
final. Since examiner was not able to contact applicant's representative for examiner's 
amendment, only part of the claims are considered allowable. 

In view of applicant's election of species being phenol only those compounds having 
phenol as substituents are being considered in new claim 21. All others are subject to the 
election by original presentation, as such claim 21 is rejected by the prior art of record. 
Applicant's limitation of the Mw/Mn ratio of the functionalized polypropylene is the limitation 
that rendered claims 14, 17 and 19 allowable. 

Claims 15, 18, 20 and 21 are still rejected by the prior art of record. Therefore all 
rejections of the above claims as stated in the office action dated 3/14/2007 are incorporated here 
by reference. 

Rejection of record under 112 2"^ paragraph as stated in the paragraph 2 of the office 
action dated 3/14/2007 are also incorporated here by reference. 

Applicant's arguments are based on the new limitation of Mw/Mn being 1 .8-3.0. This 
distinguishes from the prior art of record since different molecular weight ratios will result in 
different physical and mechanical property of the final article. The prior art of record also does 
not provide any suggestion to modify the ratio to that of the applicants. Furthermore, it is also 
not obvious to modify molecular weight ratios even without teachings of the prior art. However, 
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these arguments only apply to claim 14 and those claims dependent on claim 14. Claim 15, 
which is an independent claim does not contain such limitation and therefore it is still rejectable 
by the disclosure of NI YOGI in view of MULLINS (Paragraph 8 of the office action dated 
3/14/2007. 

Applicant's arguments of with respect to obviousness type rejection are not 

commensurate with the scope of the rejection and reasons that the examiner utilized such 
combination of the prior art.
